JANUARY SESSION 


FIRST DAY JANUARY SESSION 


Council Chambers, Court House, Brampton, January 18th,

BY-LAW NUMBER 1275 


A By-law to Repeal By-laws Numbered 1239 and 1248. 


WHEREAS under By-law Number 1239 G. E. Holtby, W. J.

or notes sealed with the Corporate Seal and signed by the Head and 
Treasurer for the moneys so borrowed with interest (which may 
be paid in advance or otherwise) at a rate not exceeding four and 
one quarter per centum per annum.

A By-law to Prohibit Parking on the Road Allowance in the Town- 
ship of Toronto Between Lots Ten and Eleven From the East 
Limits of Malton to Concession Seven. 


THE MUNICIPAL CORPORATION OF THE COUNTY OF 
PEEL, by the Council thereof, enacts as follows: 


(1) No vehicle shall be parked on the road allowance in the 
Township of Toronto between lots ten and eleven from the east 
limits of Malton to concession seven. 


(2) This By-law shall not come into effect until suitable signs 
have been erected clearly indicating the prohibition of parking. 


(3) The provisions in this by-law shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Highway Traffic Act and the amendments 
thereto. 


(4) Where a vehicle is found parked in contravention of the 
provisions of this by-law, a Police Officer so finding such vehicle 
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shall attach to the vehicle a parking ticket in the form of a serially 
numbered notice stating: 


A. The permit number and a concise description of the 
vehicle. 


B. That the vehicle is unlawfully parked. 
C. The date, time and place of the alleged offence. 


D. That the owner or operator may report to the office of the 
Police Department, Cooksville, within two days (48 hours) exclu- 
sive of Sundays or holidays, after the day when the ticket is at- 
tached, to make a voluntary payment of the penalty, and 


E. That in the event of failure to so report and make such 
payment a summons will be issued under the Summary Convictions 
Act. 


The parking ticket shall be prepared in triplicate and the Police 
Officer shall attach one copy to the vehicle and deliver the other 
copies to the Chief Constable. 


The owner or operator of the vehicle may, within two days 
exclusive of Sundays and holidays, after the day when the ticket is 
attached to the vehicle, report to the Police Department Office and 
pay to them or any person designated by the Chief Constable to 
receive such payments, the sum of two dollars ($2.00) which shall 
be accepted as payment of a penalty in full satisfaction in respect of 
the alleged offence, and a receipt therefore shall be given to the 
person making the payment. 


(5) Any person violating any of the provisions of this by-law 
shall be subject to a penalty of not more than ten dollars ($10.00) 
for the first offence and not more than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
for every subsequent offence, exclusive of costs, and all such penal- 
ue shall be recoverable under the Ontario Summary Convictions

(6) This By-law shall take effect upon, from and after receiv- 
ing the approval of the Ontario Department of Highways.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1287 


A By-law to confirm By-law Number 1798 of the Corporation of 
the Township of Toronto. 


WHEREAS by its By-law number 1798 passed on the Ist day 
of November, 1954, the Council of the Corporation of the Town- 
ship of Toronto stopped up part of the unopened allowance for 
road between lot sixteen in the first concession south of Dundas 
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Street and lot one in the third range of the Credit Indian Reserve 
in the said Township; and 


WHEREAS the said by-law describes the part of the unopened 
allowance for road so stopped up as 


ALL AND SINGULAR that certain parcel or tract of land and 
premises situate, lying and being in the Township of Toronto, in 
the County of Peel and Province of Ontario, and being composed 
of that part of the unopened allowance for road between lot number 
sixteen in the first concession south of Dundas Street and lot num- 
ber one in the third range of the Credit Indian Reserve which may 
be more particularly described as follows: 


COMMENCING at the point where the production easterly of 
the part of the south-east limit of the Upper Middle Road that 
adjoins the Credit Indian Reserve intersects the north-east limit 
of the said unopened allowance for road; 


THENCE south-easterly and along the said north-east limit 
of the said unopened allowance for road a distance of four hundred 
and seventy-five feet and seven inches (475’ 7”) to a point; 


THENCE south-westerly and on a course of south forty 
degrees and twenty-one minutes west (S. 40° 21’ W.) a distance of 
forty-two feet and nine inches (42’ 9”) to a point in the south-west 
limit of the said unopened allowance for road;

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BY-LAW NUMBER 1288 


A By-law to assess the rateable property of the County of Peel for 
the year 1955. 


WHEREAS it is necessary to provide by General Assessment 
of the rateable property of the County of Peel for the year 1955 for 
the payment of the General and Incidental expenses of the County; 


THEREFORE the Municipal Corporation of the County of 
Peel, by the Council thereof, enacts as follows: 


(1) There shall be raised levied and collected from all persons 
rated on the Assessment Rolls of the several Municipalities of the 
County of Peel, liable to be assessed in the current year, the sum of

Pursuant to Chapter 24, Section 86, Subsection (1), which 
directs that the County Assessor shall report to the County 
Council before the first day of June in every year and such report 
shall form the basis for Equalization under Section 37; I beg leave 
to submit the following report: | 


The Township of Albion used the County system of assess- 
ment last year, making this the first time that all municipalities 
in the County have used the County Manual as a guide in making 
assessments. The only adjustment necessary for equalization 
purposes is in the Township of Toronto on two assessments. The 
first is the Bell Telephone assessment, which was not on the roll 
at the time of adoption by the Court of Revision due to the fact 
that the company had not supplied the necessary figures. A settle- 
ment has since been made at $157,500.00 and this amount has been 
added for equalization. The other assessment is on the storage 
tanks owned by the British-American Oil Company, which were 
figured at a lower amount than the County Manual. This makes 
a difference of $228,000.00, including business assessment, and 
this amount has also been added for equalization purposes. 


I wish to bring to your attention a change in the Assessment 
Act, which now provides for the equalization of business assess- 
ment. Formerly, only real property could be equalized and the busi- 
ness assessments added at their actual amounts to determine each 
municipality’s share of County taxes. 


The total taxable assessment in the County has increased 
from $69,239,003 in 1954 to $78,690,369 in 1955, and the population 
from 64,343 to 71,576. 


The greatest percentage increase in assessment has been in 
the Village of Streetsville with an increase of 40.8 per cent. The 
others follow in order—

That the present level of assessment is much below present 
day values is apparent to anyone, but due to the educational grants 
being reduced if the assessment is raised, I hesitate to recommend 
a higher valuation for assessment purposes. However, it is neces- 
sary to make adjustments to keep assessments in line with changes 
due to growth and other factors influencing value. 


It has been difficult to keep appraisal cards up to date in my 
office, particularly for the Township of Toronto, for the reason 
that they do not wish to be without the appraisal sheets for the 
time it takes to make duplicates. An alternative has been arrang- 
ed, if the County Council approves, that the County pay half-time 
salary for a girl in the Township of Toronto office to make a dupli- 
cate copy of all appraisals for my office. 


The proposed equalization schedule is attached hereto and 
shows each municipality’s percentage of County rates for next 
year and for comparison only, shows the percentage for this year 
based on last year’s equalization.

Highlights of the Children’s Aid Meeting June 15th, 1955 


Discussion re need of strengthening Children’s Aid Society in 
staff to co-operate as far as possible in welfare matters with the 
County. 


Five months financial breakdown of the budget studied and 
arrangements made for periodic breakdown. 


Minor revisions being made to the By-laws. General meeting 
of all members to confirm them called for July 15th, 1955 (all 
County Council members have received a notice of this meeting). 
Also application is being made for Supplementary Letters Patent 
to change the name of the Society to the Children’s Aid and County 
Welfare Society of Peel and to stagger the terms of Board Members 
to be elected for more than one year. 


A resolution was passed to have the Children’s Aid Society 
staff join in under the County Pension Plan. 


A letter from Frank Cowan, Municipal Insurance Brokers, 
suggesting Liability Insurance for the Children’s Aid Society was 
referred to the Finance Committee for further study. 


Announcement made that the Brampton Community Chest had 
donated $1,000.00 to the Children’s Aid Society. 


Discussion was held regarding the need of enlarged staff to 
meet the immediate requirements of the Children’s Aid Society. 
Two extra Social Workers are needed, plus a clerical worker. How- 
ever, the Budget provides for one worker and one clerical worker 
and authorization was given to add these to the staff as soon as 
they could be obtained. 
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A change in Policy was made regarding non-ward care, section 
24 of the Child Welfare Act will be used by the Society when this 
is in the interest of the child concerned. This section provides that 
the Head of the Council when authorized to do so by the Council, 
may in turn authorize the Children’s Aid Society to give care to a 
child with the parents consent and to charge the regular rate to the 
County. The new provision in The Child Welfare Act provides that 
when such is done the Province will rebate back 25%. The County 
is at present paying for certain non-wards through monies allocated 
to the Society for this purpose and for protection services. This 
would not effect the non-wards presently in care of the Society, 
but would effect the child cared for under this section following a 
procedure worked out satisfactory to the Council, the Warden, 
Children’s Aid Society, and the Provincial Department (Henry 
Rutherford knows about this, and we can work out a procedure 
with him that I think will be satisfactory to the Council and the 
Warden). 


A resolution was also passed to change the Policy regarding 
payment of hospitalization for Children’s Aid wards. At the present 
time the Children’s Aid pays this account, the actual account is 
then billed against the County who refund the money to the So- 
ciety. Up until January Ist, 1955, the County was able to recover 
25% of this from the Province under provisions of the Children’s 
Protection Act. The new Child Welfare Act does not provide for 
any rebate. In future the Children’s Aid Society will pay this hos- 
pital account and will not directly bill the County, but will include 
a total amount of hospitalization in the charges that make up the 
average daily rate of caring for a child and which is the amount set 
by the Court for which the County is legally liable. In this way the 
ee will indirectly receive 25% on its hospital accounts as in 
the past.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Your Committee on Peel County Manor beg to report as 
follows: 


1. That in co-operation with the Peel County TB Association 
and Peel County Health Unit, a mobile unit has been used to have 
chest X-ray examination of all residents and staff at Peel Manor. 
Arrangements have been made to have all new residents and staff 
X-rayed at Peel Memorial Hospital through the County Health 
Unit Clinic. Letters of appreciation have been sent to Mr. B: C. 
Smith, President of the Peel County TB Association and to Dr. D. 
MacDonald, Medical Officer of Health for County of Peel.’ 


2. The Timms Construction Co. has been paid in full with the 
exception of a holdback of $38,300.00 agreed on at the November 
meeting of the Board, by reason of certain items not completed or 
needing correction. At the December meeting, some of these items 
had been completed and we recommend that the hold-back be re- 
duced to $1,000.00. 


3. That cattle pasturing on the farm immediately north of 
the Home property broke out and tramped over the grounds at the 
Home, doing considerable damage. The Committee have offered to 
accept $100.00 for damage done, but no settlement has been made, 
as the owners of the cattle are claiming damage from Department 
of Highways for leaving fence impaired after erecting snow fence. 


4. That thirteen applications have been approved for ad- 
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mission at the November and December meetings—Fight, which 
included two married couples, were from Township of Toronto; 
four from Town of Brampton and one from Village of Port Credit. 


5. That a letter has been received from Mr. L. E. Ludlow 
advising that the Homes for the Aged Act does not provide for 
monies held in trust for residents to be invested to produce more 
income than normal bank interest, as the money is held only for 
safekeeping. 


6. That Mr. Mark Williamson has been appointed to take 
inventory of furnishings and equipment as required under Regu- 
lation No. 16 (1) (c) Homes for the Aged Act, Mr. Williamson to 
be paid at the rate of $2.00 per hour. 


7. We recommend that Mr. A. E. Kilpatrick, County of Peel 
Welfare Collection Officer, be authorized and instructed to investi- 
gate and report back to this Committee as to the personal assets . 
of all residents at Peel Manor. This investigation is necessary in 
order that the Committee may determine the amount that each 
resident is financially capable of paying toward his or her cost of 
maintenance. 


8. That the County Treasurer has reported a balance of 
$4,788.28 left from the debenture issued for construction and 
equipment at the Home. We recommend that the Secretary and 
Superintendent be authorized to purchase additional equipment 
needed in the kitchen, such as toaster, hot water urns, cutlery, 
etc., blankets, pillows and sheets for special care and bed-patient 
wing; six hospital beds, with springs, mattresses and service trays, 
eight steel chests and twelve chairs for bed-patient wing; a table 
saw for workshop, and an inter-communication system throughout 
the building.

Expenditure on the County Road System during 1955. 
To the Warden and Members of the Council of the County of Peel. 


Gentlemen: 


I beg to submit herewith the detailed statement of money 
expended in accordance with the Regulations of the Department 
of Highways of Ontario on the Peel County Road System during 
the period January 1, 1955, to December 31, 1955. 


The tabulated statements, declarations, etc., required by the 
Department of Highways in submitting the petition for the sub- 
sidy have also been prepared and submitted. 


The mill rate was 5 mills. This raised $330,892.12 for County 
Roads and $18,540.00 for the payment of Debentures issued for 
the construction of Highways under By-law No. 1164. Details of 
Expenditures are shown on the following pages. 


The County Roads did not dry out until August. This made 
it necessary to use greater quantities of gravel than was esti- 
mated in the spring. It also delayed the oiling program. The 
Ninth Line in Toronto Gore was ditched and a gravel base placed 
on the road. Concession One East, on Twenty-seven Sideroad, 
Chinguacousy, was paved and Concessions One and Two on Fifteen 
Sideroad East, Caledon were also paved. Both jobs were of the 
road mix mulch type. The rest of the construction was completing 
the necessary work caused by Hurricane Hazel. 

My 1954 Report read in part “But few roads are ready for 
paving. They should be widened, graded and sufficient gravel 
base placed before any paving is done.” I am very pleased that 
the Council have adopted this policy and in addition propose to 
pave all the County Roads in the next five years. There are also 
a number of bridges to be replaced.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1315 


A By-Law of the Municipal Corporation of the County of Peel, 
Respecting the Appointment of a Good Roads Committee for 
the County of Peel. 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of the County of Peel has 
adopted a plan of County Road improvement, and established a 
County Road System throughout the County under the provisions 
of the Highway Improvement Act, R.S.O., 1950, Chapter 166, Sec- 
tion 11, and preceding Statutes; 


AND WHEREAS under the provisions of Sub-section 4 of 
Section 11, of the said Highway Improvement Act it is necessary 
to appoint a Committee for the purpose of directing the work to be 
done on the County Road System; 
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NOW THEREFORE, The Municipal Corporation of the 
County of Peel, by the Council thereof, enacts as follows :— 


(1) That the Committee for the purpose of directing the 
work to be done on the County Road System shall consist of five 
persons, residents of the County. 


(2) One member of the said Committee shall be appointed 
and hold office for a term of five years, one member shall be 
appointed and hold office for a term of four years, one member 
shall be appointed and hold office for a term of three years, one 
member shall be appointed and hold office for a term of two years, 
one member shall be appointed and hold office for a term of one 
year; AND THEREAFTER each member of the said Committee 
shall be appointed and hold office for a term of five years, and any 
member on the expiry of his term of office, shall be eligible for 
reappointment. 


(8) A member of the Committee may be removed by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members present, voting thereon at any regu- 
lar meeting of the Council. 


(4) Where a member of the Committee is so removed or 
dies or resigns his office, the Council may appoint some other 
person to fill the vacancy for the remainder of the term for which 
the person so removed, dying or resigning was appointed. 

(5) The Warden of the County for the time being shall be 
ex-officio a member of the Committee, and may sit and vote 
thereon, 

(6) That T. Jackson be and is hereby appointed a member 
of the said committee to hold office for a term of five years. 

(7) That C. C. Core be and is hereby appointed a member of 
the said Committee to hold office for a term of four years. 

(8) That E. Grogan be and is hereby appointed a member of 
the said Committee to hold office for a term of three years. 

(9) That C. Clark be and is hereby appointed a member of 
the said Committee to hold office for a term of two years. 

(10) That E. Walsh be and is hereby appointed a member 
of the said Committee to hold office for a term of one year.

WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the County of 
Peel, (herein called the Corporation) deems it necessary to borrow 
the sum of $225,000.00 to meet, until the taxes are collected, the 
current expenditure of the Corporation for the year. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount of the estimated revenues 
of the Corporation as set forth in the estimates adopted for the 
year 1955, not including revenues derivable or derived from the 
sale of assets, borrowings or issues of debentures or from a surplus 
including arrears of taxes and proceeds from the sale of assets is 
$321,477.50. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount heretofore authorized to 
be borrowed this year for the purposes mentioned in subsection 
(1) of Section 341 of the Municipal Act is $225,000.00, of which 
the Corporation has already borrowed a total of Nil. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation hereby enacts 
as follows :— 


(1) The Head and the Treasurer are hereby authorized on 
behalf of the Corporation to borrow from time to time by way of 
promissory note from the Royal Bank of Canada (herein called the 
Bank) a sum or sums not exceeding in the aggregate: hereunder 
Two Hundred and Twenty-five Thousand Dollars ($225,000.00) ‘to 
meet, until the taxes are collected, the current expenditures of the 
Corporation for the year, including the amounts required for the 
purposes mentioned in subsection (1) of the Section 341, and to 
give on behalf of the Corporation to the Bank a promissory note 
or notes sealed with the Corporate Seal and signed by the Head 


and Treasurer for the moneys so borrowed with interest (which 


may be paid in advance or otherwise) at a rate not exceeding four 
and one quarter per centum per annum. 


(2) All or any sums borrowed pursuant to the authority of 
this By-law as well as all other sums borrowed in this year and 
any previous years from the Bank for any or all purposes men- 
tioned in the said Section 341 shall, with interest thereon, be a 
charge upon the whole or any part or parts of the revenues of the 
Corporation for the current year and for all preceding years, as 
and when such revenues are received. 


(8) The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
apply in payment of all or any sums borrowed as aforesaid, to-

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gether with interest thereon, all or any of the moneys hereafter 
collected or received, either on account of or realized in respect of 
the taxes levied for the current year and preceding years or from 
any other source, which may lawfully be applied for such purpose.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1326 


A By-Law to Assess the Rateable Property of the County of Peel 
for the Construction and Maintenance of Public Highways 
Designated and Assumed by the Corporation of the County 
of Peel by By-Law Number 646 and Amending By-Laws, 


WHEREAS it is the duty of the Municipal Corporation of the 
County of Peel to construct and keep in repair all Highways de- 
signated and assumed by the Corporation by By-law Number 646 
and amending By-laws; 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed necessary to appropriate the 
sum of $600,000.00 for the construction and repair of the above 
mentioned Highways; 


AND WHEREAS it will be necessary to raise, levy and collect 
the sum of $326,074.65 to make up the said appropriation ; 


AND WHEREAS it will be necessary to raise, levy and collect 
the sum of $11,290.76 to make up the deficit carried over from the 
year 1955; 


AND WHEREAS it will be necessary to raise, levy and collect 
the sum of $18,476.00 to make up the payment of Debentures 
issued for the construction of Highways under By-law 1164; 


NOW THEREFORE the Municipal Corporation of the County 
of Peel, by the Council thereof, enacts as follows :— 


(1) There shall be raised, levied and collected from all per- 
sons rated on the Assessment Rolls of the several Municipalities 
of the County of Peel, liable to be assessed in the current year the 
sum of $355,841.41 being a rate of 4.5 mills on the dollar of the 
Equalized Assessment of the County of Peel, for the construction 
and repair of Highways that have been designated and assumed 
or to be assumed by the said Corporation under By-law Number 
646 and amending By-laws. 
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(2) The said sum shall be raised, levied and collected from 
all persons rated on the Assessment Rolls of the several Munici- 
palities of the County of Peel liable to be assessed, in proportion 
to the Equalized Assessment of the several Municipalities of the 
County of Peel.

Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. We have the report from the Department of Highways 
of the subsidy payable and a copy of the Municipal Road Audit 
for the 1955 expenditure on roads. We recommend that these be 
filed. 


2. We have a letter from the Department of Highways ap- 
proving a change in the 1955 Expenditure By-law. We recommend 
that this be filed. 


3. We have a progress report on the purchase of lands for 
the widening of the Dixie road from Mr. John A. Amis, also a

COMMENCING in the Township of Toronto on the road allow- 
ance between concession 6 and concession 7, E.H.S., at the Easterly 
Boundary of County road Number 7; THENCE North-easterly 
along the said road allowance between Lot 1, Township of Toronto 
Gore and Lot 15, Township of Toronto through concessions 7, 8 
and part of 9 to the boundary between the Counties of York and 
Peel. 


A DISTANCE of approximately 2.3 miles. 


2. The road, as designated and described in paragraph 1, is 
hereby added to and included in the County Road System of the 
County of Peel. 

3. The said amended Schedule 1 of By-law Number 346 is 


hereby further amended by removing therefrom the roads desig- 
nated and described as follows: 


Designated County Road Number 6 


BEING that portion of the road or the deviations thereof in 
the Township of Toronto Gore; COMMENCING between Lots 5 
and 6 at Number 7 Highway; THENCE North-Easterly through 
concession 9 and part of concession 10 to Highway Number 50 at 
the boundary between the Counties of York and Peel. 
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A DISTANCE of approximately 1.4 miles. 


4. The roads as designated and described in paragraph 3 are 
hereby removed from the County Road System of the County of 
Peel. 


5. This By-law shall come into force upon the approval there- 
of by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council.

Pursuant to Chapter 24, Section 86, Subsection (1), which 
directs that the County Assessor shall report to the County Coun- 
cil before.the first day of June in every year and such report shall 
form the basis for Equalization under Section 87, I beg leave to 
submit the following report: 


All municipalities in the County are now using the Peel County 
Manual for assessment purposes. In the Township of Toronto, on 
special type buildings the quantity survey method is used on 
present day costs, which is indexed back to the same level as the 
County Manual and is probably a more accurate way of finding 
replacement costs. However, it takes too much time to be prac- 
tical except on special construction, such as commercial and in- 
dustrial buildings. 

Land values have been adjusted higher in some municipalities, 
mostly on commercial and industrial land and it is expected several 
other municipalities will be making adjustments this year. 


I believe the assessments are uniform enough this year that 
no adjustments are necessary for equalization purposes. 


The total taxable assessment in the County has increased from 
$78,690,369 in 1955 to $87,484,761 in 1956, and the population has 
increased from 71,565 to 77,088. 

The greatest percentage increase in assessment was in the 
Village of Streetsville, as shown by the following listing in order

The Commissioner agreed that more 
men should be placed at Brampton to Police the Northern Munici- 
palities but at the present time it would be impossible to do this.

PEEL MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 


April 19th, 1956. 


At a meeting of the newly constituted Peel Memorial Hospi- 
tal Building Committee, held Thursday evening, April 5th, plans 
for the new hospital were examined and discussed. 


Mr. Owen of our Architectural Consultants stated that the 
type of building recommended would cost approximately $18.20 
per square foot, including equipment included in the contract. 


The proposed plans contain an area of 92,320 square feet at an 
estimated cost of $1,680,000. Other Equipment and Fees for 
Architect and Consultant would amount to approximately $490,000. 
The total cost would therefore be in the neighbourhood of 
$2,170,000. 
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While actual costs would only be available after tenders had 
been let and bids received, any variation from estimate would not 
be substantial. 


The revised total as shown above is much higher than origi- 
nally estimated but it was felt by the committee that any altera- 
tion to the plans as presented, to reduce costs, would not only 
seriously decrease operating efficiency but would increase future 
costs when further growth required expansion of existing facili- 
ties. 


You will find attached a breakdown of cost estimates and 
expected government grants upon which the foregoing report is 
based.

This requires confirmation by By-law of the 
County Council passed three months after the 2nd day of July, 
1956. We recommend that this By-law be prepared for the Octo- 
ber session.

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EDITORIAL REPLY 
October 18, 1956. 


Replying to an editorial appearing in the Conservator on 
September 27th, and entitled “We Want Our Mayor’. First let 
me say that the Editor should not try to confuse the subject by 
trying to bring municipal politics into County administration. I 
don’t believe that County Council has or wants to have any say as 
to whether you want your Mayor or not. That is up to the people 
of Brampton to decide. Secondly there is no such thing as certain 
County Councillors doing anything. It is rather the County Coun- 
cil carrying out its job in a parliamentary manner. 


Let me say at this time that I believe County Council has the 
greatest respect for Mayor Horwood, also we believe that she is 
doing as good a job as anyone else could do in juvenile work but 
again that has nothing whatever to do with the problem County 
Council has to deal with. So let us now have some of the facts. 

On October 5, 1950, at the request of the Children’s Aid 
Society County Council made an application to the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Department to have a Family and Juvenile Court set up for 
Peel. 

Subsequently Mrs. Horwood was appointed by the Department 
and her salary was set at $3,000.00. This has since been raised 
to $3,400.00. County Council had no part in setting the original 
salary of the Probation Officer. Therefore County Council is con- 
cerned only with the problem in as far as it relates to other 
Counties which is as follows: 

At present County Council is supplying office space for a 

Senicr Probation Officer and Clerk. This officer does the work 
of both Juvenile and Senior Probation work in Halton. Whereas 
in Peel he only does the senior work and we pay for another office 
and salary to take care of juvenile work. 
i There are at present in the Province 27 Counties doing juve- 
nile and probation work and out of the 27 only 6 including Peel pay 
directly from.the County for any of this service. In all other 
Counties the cost is borne by the Province. 


Peel County has since the Ist of July, 1952, paid out for 
Juvenile and. Family Court administration $20,362. 88, and all we 
are trying to dois bring to the attention of the Department that 
all things being equal Peel County should be relieved of this. ex- 
pense the same as the majority of Counties in Ontario.

Peel Memorial Hospital Medical Staff Advisory Committee 
Policy Respecting Admission to Medical Staff 


1. The Board of Governors is acknowledged to be the final 
authority in all matters respecting the operation of the Hospital. 


2. The Medical Staff expects that its judgment in matters 
of a medical nature will be respected by the Board and that recom- 
mendations of the Staff will be accepted as submitted or referred 
back with suggestions for revision. 


3. Additions to the Medical Staff should be recognized as 
primarily a medical matter. 


4. Applications for active and associate membership to the 
Medical Staff shall be considered on the following basis: 


(a) That the applicant be legally and academically qualified, 
(b) That the applicant be morally and ethically acceptable. 


(c) That the applicant normally hold no other hospital ap- 
pointment. 


(d) That the applicant be resident in an area served by 
this hospital—and generally resident nearer this hospital than any 
other. 


(e) That during the present disproportion between the 
number of Medical Staff members and. available beds a conserva- 
tive attitude be maintained with respect to new applications. 


Whereas Peel Memorial Hospital is a public institution 
founded in 1925 by the citizens of the County of Peel. 


And whereas the said citizens have materially assisted both 
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financially and administratively in the walfare of the said hospital 
during the past 31 years. 


And whereas, the said hospital is the only one operating in 
the County cf Peel; and until such time as other hospitals are 
in operation in the County, 


BE IT HERERY RESOLVED THAT THE BOARD OF

(1) ::That every eitizen in the said County has the right to 
expect and receive. medical treatment in the said Hospital if and 
when such treatment As requir ed and bed accommodation is avail- 
able. 

(2) That every citizen. in the said County has ‘the basic 
democratic right to receive treatment at the said Hospital by the 
doctor of his choice: provided the doctor is licensed and qualified 
to practise medicine in the Province of Ontario, and has been 
appointed by the Board to membership on the Medical Staff and 
has agreed to work within the privileges determined by the Board. 
Such privileges will be determined after consideration of recom- 
mendations fr om the Medical staff. 


(3). In cases where any doctor neice’ application for staff 
membership, all haste must be exercised in processing the applica- 
tion. Where an application is refused because of character, quali- 
fication or standing, then the doctor shall be denied all hospital 
privileges. 


(4) That doctors practising in the County of Peel shall have 
the basic right to admission to the Medical Staff. 


_ (5) . That this declaration shall not affect the present ami- 
cable relations between the Hospital and citizens, including doc- 
tors, of bordering municipalities who have given generously in the 
support of this Hospital.

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BYLAWS 


BY-LAW NUMBER 1354 


A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of $100,000.00 upon De- 
bentures of the County of Peel for Construction and Improve- 
ment of Highways. 


. WHEREAS pursuant to the provisions of the Highways Im- 
provement Act, R.S.O., 1950, Chapter 166, it is deemed advisable 
to raise by debenture the sum of $100,000.00 to meet the actual 
expenditure for the construction and improvement of highways 
in the County of Peel during the year 1956 under the said Act, 
upon the credit of the Corporation, to issue debentures therefore 
bearing interest at the rate of five and one half per centum (514) 
per annum, payable annually and to provide for the discount and 
the expenses incidental to negotiation and sale of such debentures; 


AND WHERHAS it is expedient to make the principal of the 
said debt repayable in annual instalments during the period of ten 
years next after the date of issue of such debentures, of such 
amounts respectfully that, with the interest in respect of the debt, 
the aggregate amount payable for principal and interest in each 
year Shall be as nearly as possible the same; subject to the statu- 
tory proviso that each instalment of principal may be for an even 
$100.00, $500.00 or $1,000.00 or multiple thereof, and, that not- 
withstanding anything herein contained, the annual instalments 
of principal and interest may differ in amount sufficiently to admit 
thereof ; . 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable property 
of the Municipality, according to the last revised and equalized 
assessment rolls of the local municipalities of which the County is 
Composed, is $87,484,761.00. 


AND WHEREAS the existing debenture debt of the Corpora- 
tion is $224,800.00. 


"AND WHEREAS more than two-thirds of the members of the 
County Council of the County of Peel present and voting hereon 
consent to the passing of this By-law; 
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AND WHEREAS by order dated the day of 


1956, the Ontario Municipal Board has ap- 


proved the purpose of the said borrowing and the passing of all 
requisite by-laws, including debenture by-laws; 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF 
THE COUNTY OF PEEL, ENACTS AS FOLLOWS :— 


(1) For the purpose aforesaid the Corporation shall borrow 
upon the credit of the Corporation a sum not exceeding $100,000.00 
and shall issue debentures therefore in sums of not less than 
$50.00 each. Each debenture shall bear interest at the rate of 
five and one half per centum (5!4) per annum payable annually 
and shall have coupons attached thereto for the payment of such 
interest. 


(2) All the debentures shall bear the same date, shall be 
issued at one time and within two years after the date on which 
the By-law is passed, may bear any date within two years and 
shall be made payable in annual instalments during the period of 
ten (10) years next after the date of issue thereof, and the respec- 
tive amounts of principal and interest payable in each of such 
years shall be the amounts so designated in Schedule “A” hereto 
annexed. 


(3) The debentures shall be payable as to both principal and 
interest in lawful money of Canada and may be made payable at 
such place or places in Canada as shall be designated thereon. 


(4) The sid debentures shall be sealed with the Seal of the 
Corporation and signed by the Warden or by some other person 
authorized by By-law to sign the same, and by the Treasurer. The 
said interest coupons shall be signed by the Treasurer and his 
signature thereon may be written, stamped, lithographed or en- 
graved, 


(5) Commencing in the year 1957 and thereafter in each 
year in which an instalment of principal of the said ‘debt and 
interest become due, the Corporation shall levy and raise the 
specific sum shown for the respective year in the fourth column 
of the said schedule. Such sum shall be levied and raised by a 
special rate sufficient therefore, over and above all other rates, 
upon all the rateable property in the Municipality. 


(6) The said debentures may contain a clause providing for 
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the registration thereof pursuant to section 335 of the Municipal 
Act. | | 


(7) Pending the sale of the said debentures, the Warden and 
the Treasurer may raise for the purpose aforesaid by way of loan 
on such debentures any sum of money not exceeding in all the sum 
hereby authorized to be borrowed and may hypothecate such de- 
benture for such loan. 


(8) . The Corporation shall have the right, at its option, to 
redeem that portion of the said debentures maturing in the last 
year on any date prior to maturity at the places where and in the 
moneys in which the said debentures are expressed to be payable, 
upon payment of the principal amount thereof together with 
interest accrued to the date of redemption and upon giving pre- 
vious notice of said intention to redeem by advertising once in the 
Ontario Gazette and once in a daily newspaper of general provincial 
circulation published in the City of Toronto, and once in a local 
newspaper, such notice to be advertised as aforesaid at least thirty 
(30) days before the date fixed for redemption. Notice of inten- 
tion so to redeem shall also be sent by post at least thirty (30) 
days prior to the date set for such redemption to each person in 
whose name a debenture so to be redeemed is registered at the 
address shown in the Debenture Registry Book.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1356 


A By-Law to Prohibit Standing, Stopping or Parking on the Sixth 
Line South from Malton to the Britannia Sideroad. 


THE MUNICIPAL CORPORATION OF THE COUNTY OF 
PEEL, by the Council thereof, enacts as follows: 


(1) No vehicle shall be allowed to stand, stop or park on the 
road allowance in the Township of Toronto on the Sixth Line 
South from Malton to the Britannia Sideroad. 


(2) This By-law shall not come into effect until suitable 
signs have been erected clearly indicating the prohibition of stand- 
ing, stopping or parking. 
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(3) The provisions in this By-law shall be subject to the 
provisions of the Ontario Highway Traffic Act and the amend- 
ments thereto. 


(4) Where a vehicle is found parked in contravention of the 
provisions of this by-law, a Police Officer so finding such vehicle 
shall attach to the vehicle a parking ticket in the form of a serially 
numbered notice stating: 

(a) The permit number and a concise description of the 
vehicle. 


(b) That the vehicle is unlawfully parked. 
(c) The date, time and place of the alleged offence. 


(d) That the owner or operator may report to the Office of 
the Police Department, Cooksville, within two days (48 hours) 
exclusive of Sundays or holidays, after the day when the ticket 
is attached, to make a voluntary payment of the penalty, and 


(e) That in the event of failure to so report and make such 
payment a summons will be issued under the Summary Convic- 
tions Act, 


The parking ticket shall be prepared in triplicate and the 
Police Officer shall attach one copy to the vehicle and deliver the 
other copies to the Chief Constable. 


The owner or operator of the vehicle may, within two days 
exclusive of Sundays and holidays, after the day when the ticket 
is attached to the vehicle, report to the Police Department Office 
and pay to them or any person designated by the Chief Constable 
to receive such payments, the sum of two dollars ($2.00) which 
shall be accepted as payment of a penalty in full satisfaction in 
respect of the alleged offence, and a receipt therefore shall be 
given to the person making the payment. 

(5) Any person violating any of the provisions of this By- 
law shall be subject to a penalty of not more than ten dollars 
($10.00) for the first offence and not more than twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25.00) for every subsequent offence, exclusive of costs, and 
all such penalties shall be recoverable under the Ontario Summary 
Convictions Act. 

(6) This By-law shall take effect upon, from and after 
receiving the approval of the Ontario Department of Highways.

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NOW THEREFORE, the Municipal Corporation of the County 
of Peel do stop up and convey to The Mississauga Golf and Country 
Club Limited the soil and freehold of the following part of high- 
way in the said County of Peel described as follows: 


“ALL AND SINGULAR that certain parcel or tract of land 
and premises situate, lying and being in the Township of Toronto, 
County of Peel and Province of Ontario and being composed of 
part of the Mississauga Road in the said Township of Toronto and 
which part of the said Mississauga Road is more particularly de- 
cribed as follows: 


PREMISING that the southerly limit of the Mississauga 
Road between the road allowance between Ranges 2 and 3 of the 
Credit Indian Reserve (Middle Road) and the Queen Elizabeth 
Way has an astronomic bearing of north 82 degrees 16 minutes 
and 30 seconds west and relating all bearings herein thereto.

The 1956 programme will be carried out as nearly as possible in 
TD 1; 


The Brampton By-pass was built as a Development Road, but 
the cost to the County was quite large as shown by this report. 


The Dixie Road, Lots 5/6 Con. 1 S.D.S., built as concrete 18 
feet wide in 1927, was widened to twenty-two feet and resurfaced. 


It is hoped that 1957 will be a year of real progress.

until the taxes are collected, the current expenditures of the Cor- 
poration for the year, including the amounts required for the pur- 
poses mentioned in subsection (1) of the Section 341, and to give 
on behalf of the Corporation to the Bank a promissory note or 
notes sealed with the Corporate Seal and signed by the Head and 
Treasurer for the monevs so borrowed with interest (which may 
be paid in advance or otherwise) at a rate not exceeding five and 
one quarter per centum per annum.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1370 


Being a By-law of the County Council of the County of Peel to 
confirm By-law Number 2199 of the Township of Toronto.

MARCH REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. We have a letter from the County of Hastings enclosing 
a copy of a Resolution passed at their January Session requesting 
financial assistance from the Federal Treasury to municipalities 
for the construction of permanent roads. We recommend that this 
resolution be endorsed, 


2. We havea letter from the County of Wentworth enclosing 
a resolution asking that the Province of Ontario be petitioned to 
contribute 75% subsidy on construction and maintenance of 
County and Suburban roads. We recommend that this resolution 
be endorsed. 


3. We have a copy of Order-In-Council from the Govern- 
ment of Ontario, dated February 14th, 1957, approving of the fol- 
lowing By-laws: 


No. 1321—-Removing the road between Lots 5 and 6, Conces- 
sions 4 to 7, East, Township of Toronto, from the County Roads. 


No. 1335—Assuming the road between the Township of To- 
ronto and Toronto Gore, Concessions 7, 8 and 9 East. Also remov- 
ing from the County Roads the road between Lots 5 and 6, Con- 
cessions 8 and 9, Township of Toronto Gore. 
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No. 1345—Removing the road between Concessions 6 and 7 
East, Township of Toronto, Lots 2 to 6 inclusive, as described in 
the By-law from the County Roads. 


We recommend that this be filed and that the Townships of 
Toronto and Toronto Gore be informed of these approvals. 


4. We havea letter from the Minister of Highways, acknowl- 
edging our letter and resolution re the hills on Highway No. 7 in 
Norval area. The Highway Department has arranged to place 
sand containers on these hills. We recommend that this letter be 
filed, | 


5. We have a notice of Sittings from the Board of Transport 
Commissioners for Canada to re-examine the rule governing the 
position: of utility companies in relation to the apportionment of 
costs in grade separations. This hearing is on September 10th, 
‘1957, at Ottawa. We recommend that your Committee give fur- 
ther consideration to this question. 


6. We have a letter from Mr. Richard E. Drake, of 365 Kane 
Road, Port Credit, asking for sidewalks under the C.N.R. subway 
on Joseph Street and the Mississauga Road. We recommend that 
the engineer be instructed to make an estimate of cost and report 
to Council at the March 14th meeting. 


7. Tenders were called to replace the two pick-up trucks 
owned by the County roads —.a 1953 International, mileage over 
100,000 miles and a 1954 Ford, mileage over 70,000 miles. Six 
tenders were received for each truck. We recommend that the 
tenders received from J. A, McCleave & Sons for 15-ton Interna- 
tional trucks be accepted for the two new trucks, these being the 
lowest tenders: 


Old International, trade-i in difference—$974.60. 
Old Ford, trade-in difference—$1,298.60. 


8. We recommend approval of the following resolution pass- 
ed by your Committee: “Resolved that building lots on 27 Side- 
road be purchased at the rate of $2.00 per lin. ft. for a 10’ widening 
for the first 150 lin. ft., with the remainder to be purchased at the 
rate of $500.00 per acre.” 


We also recommend approval of the following resolution re 
purchase of land in the Township of Albion for the two diversion 
curves in Concessions 5 and 6: “Resolved that land on 10 Sideroad 
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be purchased frcm Mr. C. Wilson and Mr. R, Hesp for Road diver- 


sion, to be paid at the rate of $1,000.00 per acre.”

Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. We have a letter from the Department of Highways, en- 
closing the approval of Supplementary By-law No. 1375 for 
$1,056,200.00; also for By-law No, 1869 for $175,000.00. We re- 
commend that these be filed. 


2. We have a letter from Mr. Douglas How, Executive As- 
sistant to the Minister of Public Works, Ottawa, acknowledging 
receipt of our resolution on highway construction, endorsing the 
Hastings County Council resolution. We recommend that this be 
filed.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1390 


A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of Certain Monies from The 
Royal Bank of Canada to Meet the Current Expenditure of the 
Corporation of the County of Peel for Good Roads Purposes 
for the Year 1957. 


WHEREAS it is necessary to borrow the sum of $450,000. 
from the Royal Bank of Canada to meet the now current expen- 
diture on Good Roads in the County of Peel for the year 1957, 
until the time the taxes levied therefore can be collected, and the 
grant of money received from the Provincial Government, and the 
proceeds received from the sale of debentures; 


NOW THEREFORE, the Municipal Corporation of the County 
of Peel, by the Council thereof, enacts as follows :— 


(1) That the Warden with the Treasurer of the said Cor- 
poration be and they are hereby authorized under the seal of the 
Corporation to borrow from The Royal Bank of Canada the sum 
of $450,000. as the same may be required from time to time to meet 
the now current expenditure of the said Corporation as well as the 
amount carried over from 1956. 


(2) That the Warden and the Treasurer aforesaid be and 
they are hereby authorized to pav or allow the said Bank, Interest, 
on the said sum of $450,000. at the rate of 5!4 per cent per annum, 
or the best rate interest available which may be paid, or allowed 
in advance by way of discount or otherwise howsoever they deem 
best. ) 


(3) That the said sum of $450,000. so to be borrowed shall 
be made payable on or before the 31st day of December, 1957, and 
the promissory note or notes of the said Corporation if any, given 
therefore, if made payable before the 31st day of December, 1957, 
may be renewed by said Warden and Treasurer from time to time, 
but no renewal thereof shall fall due later than the 31st day of 
May, 1958. 


(4) That the promissory note or notes of the said Corpora- 
tion sealed with the Corporate Seal and signed by the Warden and 
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Treasurer of the said Corporation, be given from time to time 
under the provisions of this by-law. 


(5) That the giving of such renewal note or notes as afore- 
said shall not be deemed satisfaction to the said Bank of the ad- 
vance or interest, but as evidence only of indebtedness. 


(6) All or any sums borrowed pursuant to the authority of 
this By-law as well as all other sums borrowed in this year and 
any previous years from the Bank for any or all che purposes as 
set forth in Section 14, Sub Section (4) of The Highway Improve- 
ment Act, 1950, and amendments thereto, shall, with interest 
thereon, be a charge upon the whole or any part or parts of the 
revenues of the Corporation for the current year and for all pre- 
ceding years, as and when such revenues are received.

A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of $325,000.00 Upon De- 
bentures of the County of Peel for Construction and Improve- 
ment of Highways. 


WHEREAS pursuant to the provisions of the Highways Im- 
provement Act, R.S.O., 1950, Chapter 166, it is deemed advisable 
to raise by debenture the sum of $325,000.00 to meet the actual 
expenditure for the construction and improvement of highways in 
the County of Peel during the year 1957 under the said Act, upon 
the credit of the Corporation, to issue debentures therefore bear- 
ing interest at the rate of five and three-quarters per centum 
(534.) per annum, payable annually and to provide for the discount 
and the expenses incidental to negotiation and sale of such de- 
bentures ;

AND WHEREAS the existing debenture debt of the Conpora- 
tion’ is $224,800.00. 


AND WHEREAS) more Shar twoethirdstor the members of he 


County Council of the County of Peel present and voting hereon 
consent to the passing of this By-law; 


AND WHEREAS by order dated the 
day of : 1957, the Ontario Municipal 
Board has approved the purpose of the said borrowing and the 
passing of all requisite By-laws, including debenture by-laws ; 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF 
THE COUNTY OF PEEL, ENACTS AS FOLLOWS :— 


(1) For the purpose aforesaid the Corporation shall borrow 
upon the credit of the Corporation a sum not exceeding $325,000.00 
and shall issue debentures therefore in sums of not less than $50.00 
each. Each debenture shall bear interest at the rate of five and 
three-quarters per centum (534) per annum payable annually and 


shall have coupons attached thereto for the payment of such in- 


terest. — 


(2) All the debentures shall bear the same date, shall be 
issued at one time and within two years after the date on which 
the By-law is passed, may bear any date within two years and 
shall be made payable-in annual instalments during the period of 


ten years (10) years next after the date of issue thereof, and the: 


respective amounts of principal and interest payable in each of 
such years shall be the amounts so designated in Schedule “A” 
hereto annexed. 


(3))> The debentures shall be payable as to both ancien 
and interest in lawful money of Canada and may be made payable 
at such place or places in Canada. as shall be designated thereon. 


(4) The said debentures shall be sealed with the Seal of the 
Corporation and signed by the Warden or by some other person 
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authorized by By-law to sign the same, and by the Treasurer. The 
said interest coupons shall be signed by the Treasurer and his 
Signature thereon may be written, stamped, lithographed or en- 
graved. 


(5) Commencing in the year 195 and thereafter in each 
year in which an instalment of principal of the said debt and 
interest become due, the Corporation shall levy and raise the 
specific sum shown for the respective year in the fourth column of 
the said schedule. Such sum shall be levied and raised by a spe- 
cial rate sufficient therefore, over and above all other rates, upon 
all the rateable property in the Municipality. 


(6) The said debentures may contain a clause providing 
for the registration thereof pursuant to section 335 of the Munici- 
pal Act. 


(7) Pending the sale of the said debentures, the Warden 
and the Treasurer may raise for the purpose aforesaid by way of 
loan on such debentures any sum of money not exceeding in all 
the sum hereby authorized to be borrowed and may hypothecate 
such debenture for such loan. 


(8) The Corporation shall have the right, at its option, to

5. A resolution was passed by Council on April 26, 1957, 
authorizing the replacement of the engine in the Adams Motor 
Grader with a new Cummins engine at a price of $5,000.00. The 
chairman of the Good Roads Committee and the County Engineer 
were instructed to contact the J. D. Adams Co. Ltd in Paris re an 
allowance on the old motor. We have from the J. D. Adams Co. 
Ltd., a letter offering to replace the engine, check the whole grader 
except the tires, steam clean and paint the whole machine for a 
total of $4,800.00. W recommend that this offer be accepted. 


6. The following resolution was passed by your Committee at 
the April 25th meeting: ““That the County Engineer be instructed 
to call tenders for a new car to replace the 1955 Plymouth.” Ten- 
ders were called and the following resolution was passed at the 
May 9th meeting: “Resolved that the tender received from Stone- 
house Sales Ltd., Brampton, for one 1957 Ford Sedan be accepted 
as per tender with the 1955 Plymouth as trade-in, at a total price 
of $936.96. Subject to the approval of the Department of High- 
ways.” We recommend approval of these resolutions. 


7. An increase in wages of 25c per hour for the road em- 
ployees was requested in March. The following resolution was 
passed by your Committee at the May 9th meeting: “Resolved 
that the road employees receive an hourly raise in pay of 10c per 
hour in addition to the present salary schedule set up in May, 1956, 
to be effective the 14th of May, 1957. Be it further resolved that 
Mr. Ed. Bonham’s salary be increased to $4,250.00 per annum, and 
that Mr. Peter Anderson’s salary be increased to $4,500.00 per an- 
num, effective the Ist of May, 1957.” We recommend that this 
resolution be approved. 


8. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
‘“Resoived that Mr. Ken Bullen be hired at a salary of $275.00 per 
month and that Mr. Pete Barnard be hired at a rate of $1.35 per 
hour for employment with the Roads Department for the summer 
months.” We recommend approval of this resolution. 


9. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
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“Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign the 
expropriation plan for Derry West Sideroad widening — being 
parts of Lots 10 and 11, Concessions 1 to 6 inclusive, in the Town- 
Ship of Toronto.” We recommend approval of this resolution. 


10. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Resolved that Canada Brick be notified that part of their buffer 
strip of trees encroached on the 120-foot road known as fifth line 
and the Roads Committee feels that the Company may wish to 
move these encroaching trees now rather than at a later date when 
they have established their growth.’”’? We recommend this be re- 
ferred to the County Engineer, 


11. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Resolved that Mr. H. Burton’s driveway be restored by properly 
replacing the culvert and gravel disturbed by County Roads equip- 
ment.” We recommend approval of this resolution. 


12. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Resolved that Mr. John Hubicki be hired as Project Engineer at 
a salary of $5,000.00 per annum.” We recommend approval of this 
resolution. | 


13. We have a letter from Mr. John Amis stating that prop- 
erty purchased for road widening on the Dixie Road should be paid 
for at the rate of $4,356.00 per acre for farm land and $8,712.00 
per acre for building lots. The following resolution was passed by 
your Committee: “Resolved that Mr, John Amis be instructed to 
clean up Dixie Road purchases on the basis of his letter of May 
9th, 1957, as soon as the survey for the 100 ft. road between Dun- 
das and Burnhamthorpe is completed, this work to be expedited 
as fast as possible.”” We recommend approval of this resolution. 


14. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Resolved that the County Engineer be authorized to purchase a 
new typewriter.” We recommend that this resolution be approved. 


15. Tenders were opened for three bridges: Mount Charles 
Bridge on the Derry West Sideroad; O’Brien’s Bridge on Dixie 
Road and Shaw’s Bridge on 17 Sideroad east of Tullamore. These 
tenders were referred to the County Engineer for his recommen- 
dation.

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BY-LAWS 


BY-LAW NUMBER 1393 


A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of $75,000.00 on Deben- 
tures for the Purpose of the Purchase of a New School Site 
for a High School in the Brampton High School District. 


WHEREAS the Brampton High School District comprises the 
Municipalities of the Town of Brampton, the Villages of Bolton, 
Caledon East and Streetsville, the Townships of Chinguacousy 
and Toronto Gore and parts of the Townships of Albion, Caledon 
and Toronto. 


AND WHEREAS the High School Board of the said Bramp- 
ton High School District has applied to the Councils of each of the 
above mentioned municipalities for the sum of Seventy-five Thou- 
sand Dollars to be raised by the issue of Municipal debentures as 
provided by the Secondary Schools and Boards of Education Act, 
1954, the said sum of $75,000.00 being required by the said Board 
for the purpose of the purchase of a new school site for a high 
school in the said district; 


AND WHEREAS the Councils of the Municipalities of the 
Town of Brampton, the Villages of Bolton, Caledon East and 
Streetsville, the Townships of Albion, Caledon, Chinguacousy, 
Toronto and Toronto Gore have severally approved the said appli- 
cation; 


AND WHEREAS the Councils of the Municipalities of the 
Town of Brampton, the Villages of Bolton, Caledon East and 
Streetsville, the Townships of Albion, Caledon, Chinguacousy, 
Toronto and Toronto Gore have severally requested the Council of 
the County of Peel to raise the entire sum required by the issue 
of debentures of the County of Peel; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the Corporation of the 
County of Peel should raise the said sum of $75,000.00 required 
by the said Board for the purpose aforesaid by the issue of de- 
bentures of the County of Peel bearing interest at the rate of Five 
and one half per cent (514% ) per annum, which is the amount of 
the debt intended to be created by this by-law; 
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AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the principal of the said 
debt shall be payable in yearly instalments of principal during a 
period of twenty-years, namely, during the years 
to inclusive, in the respective amounts set forth 
in the Schedule “A” hereto attached; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing debenture debt 
of the Corporation of the County of Peel is $223,300.00 and no 
part of the principal or interest of such debt is in arrears; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable property 
of the County of Peel, according to the last revised and equalized 
assessment rolls of the local municipalities of which the County is 
composed is $87,484,761.00. 


AND WHEREAS by Order dated the 
day of 195 , the Ontario Municipal 
Board has approved the said undertaking and the passing of all 
requisite by-laws, including debenture by-laws, 


NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Peel enacts as follows :— 


1. That for the purposes aforesaid, there shall be borrowed 
on the credit of the Corporation of the County of Peel at large the 
sum of $75,000.00 and debentures shall be issued therefore in sums 
of not less than $100.00 each. Each debenture shall bear interest 
at the rate of Five and one half per cent. (515% ) per annum, pay- 
able annually, and having coupons attached thereto for the pay- 
ment of interest. 


2. That the said debentures shall all be dated as of the 


day of , 19 and 
shall be payable in 20 annual instalments of principal on the 
day of in each of the 
years 19 CORED both inclusive and the respective amounts 


of principal and interest payable in each of such years shall be as 
set forth in Schedule “A” to this by-law. 


3. That the said debentures shall be payable as to both prin- 
cipal and interest in lawful money of Canada at the principal 
office of the Royal bank in either of the cities of Toronto or Mon- 
treal, or at the office of the said bank in the Town of Brampton, 
Ontario, at holder’s option. 


4. That the debentures to be issued under this by-law shall 
be signed by the Warden of the Corporation or by some other 
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person authorized by by-law to sign in his stead and by the Trea- 
surer of the Corporation and shall be sealed with the seal of the 
Corporation and the interest coupons attached to the said deben- 
tures shall be signed by the Treasurer whose signature thereon 
may be written, stamped, lithographed or engraved. 


5. In each year of the currency of the debentures there shall 
be levied and raised annually by a special rate sufficient therefore, 
over and above all other rates, and at the same time and in the 
same manner as other rates, on all the rateable property in the 
County of Peel, the respective amounts falling due for principal 
and interest in that year as set forth in said. Schedule “A” provided 
that the respective amounts to be raised annually as aforesaid 
may be reduced in each year by the respective amounts raised by 
each of the other municipalities in the said High School District 
and paid over in such year to the Corporation of the County of 
Peel in respect to the said debentures. 


6. The debentures may contain a clause providing for the 
registration thereof authorized by any statute relating to munici- 
pal debentures in force at the time of the issue thereof,

Pursuant to Section 86, Subsection (1) of the Assessment Act, 
which directs that the County Assessor shall report to the County 
Council before the first day of June in every year and such report 
shall form the basis for equalization under Section 87, I beg to sub- 
mit the following report: 


As you already know, the former Police Village of Caledon 
East, has become an Incorporated Village and while, as a Police 
Village, it was partly in the Township of Caledon and partly in the 
Township of Albion, no adjustment was necessary, as both town- 
ships were assessing on the same basis. 


Several municipalities have made, and are making, adjust- 
ments in land values and a major reassessment of land was carried 
out in the Township of Toronto in 1956. Some readjustments will 
have to be made this year to level out some of the assessments 
made in 1956. However, I do not feel that any adjustment is neces- 
sary for County equalization. You will therefore note that, in the 
proposed equalization schedule, the equalized assessments are the 
same as the total actual assessments of each municipality. 


The total taxable assessment in the County has increased from 
$87,484,761 in 1956 to $100,521,124 in 1957, and the population

WHEREAS the Brampton High School District comprises the 
Municipalities of the Town of Brampton, the Villages of Bolton, 
Caledon East and Streetsville, the Townships of Chinguacousy 
and Toronto Gore and parts of the Townships of Albion, Caledon 
and Toronto. 


AND WHEREAS The High School Board of the said Bramp- 
ton High School District has applied to the Councils of each of 
the above mentioned municipalities for the sum of One Million One 
Hundred Thousand Dollars to be raised by the issue of Municipal 
debentures as provided by the Secondary Schools and Boards of 
Education Act, 1954, the said sum of $1,100,000.00 being required 
by the said Board for the purpose of construction of a new High 
School in the said district ; 
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AND WHEREAS the Councils of the Municipalities of the 
Town of Brampton, the Villages of Bolton, Caledon East and 
Streetsville, the Townships of Albion, Caledon, Chinguacousy, 
Toronto and Toronto Gore have severally approved the said appli- 
cation ; 


AND WHEREAS the Councils of the Municipalities of the 
Town of Brampton, the Villages of Bolton, Caledon East and 
Streetsville, the Townships of Albion, Caledon, Chinguacousy, To- 
ronto and Toronto Gore have severally requested the Council of the 
County of Peel to raise the entire sum required by the issue of de- 
bentures of the County of Peel; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the Corporation of the 
County of Peel should raise the said sum of $1,100,000.00 required 
by the said Board for the purpose aforesaid by the issue of deben- 
tures of the County of Peel bearing interest at the rate of Five 
and three quarters per cent (534,) per annum, which is the amount 
of the debt intended to be created by this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the principal of the said 
debt shall be payable in yearly instalments of principal during a 
period of twenty years, namely, during the years 
to inclusive, in the respective amounts set forth in 
the Schedule “A” hereto attached; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing debenture debt 
of the Corporation of the County of Peel is $223,300.00 and no part 
of the principal or interest of such debt is in arrears; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable property 
of the County of Peel, according to the last revised and equalized 
assessment rolls of the local municipalities of which the County is 
composed is $100,521,124.00. 


AND WHEREAS by Order dated the 
day of 195 , the Ontario Municipal 
Board has approved the said undertaking and the passing of all 
requisite by-laws, including debenture by-laws. 


NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Peel enacts as follows: 


1. That for the purposes aforesaid, there shall be borrowed 
on the credit of the Corporation of the County of Peel at large the 
sum of $1,100,000.00 and debentures shall be issued therefore in 
sums of not less than $100.00 each. Each debenture shall bear 
interest at the rate of five and three quarters per cent. (534,97) per 
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annum, payable annually, and having coupons attached thereto for 
the payment of interest. 


2. That the said debentures shall all be dated as of the 

day of 19 , and 

shall be payable in 20 annual instalments of principal on the 

day of in each of the 

years 19 to 19 both inclusive and the respective 

amounts of principal and interest payable in each of such years 
shall be as set forth in Schedule “A” to this by-law. 


3. That the said debentures shall be payable as to both prin- 
cipal and interest in lawful money of Canada at the principal office 
of the Royal bank in either of the cities of Toronto or Montreal, or 
at the office of the said bank in the Town of Brampton, Ontario, 
at holder’s option. 


4. That the debentures to be issued under this by-law shall 
be signed by the Warden of the Corporation or by some other per- 
son authorized bv by-law to sign in his stead and by the Treasurer 
of the Corporation and shall be sealed with the seal of the Corpora- 
tion and the interest coupons attached to the said debentures shall 
be signed by the Treasurer whose signature thereon may be writ- 
ten, stamped, lithographed or engraved. 


5. In each year of the currency of the debentures there 
shall be levied and raised annually by a special rate sufficient 
therefore, over and above all other rates, and at the same time 
and in the same manner as other rates, on all the rateable property 
in the County of Peel, ,the respective amounts falling due for prin- 
cipal and interest in that year as set forth in said Schedule “A” 
provided that the respective amounts to be raised annually as 
aforesaid may be reduced in each year by the respective amounts 
raised by each of the other municipalities in the said High School 
District and paid over in such year to the Corporation of the 
County of Peel in respect to the said debentures. 


6. The debentures may contain a clause providing for the 
registration thereof authorized by any statue relating to Municipal 
debentures in force at the time of the issue thereof. 


7. This by-law shall take effect on the day of the final pass- 
ing thereof.

A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of $425,000.00 on Deben- 
tures for the Purpose of Erecting and Equipping a New 
Registry Office for the Registry Division of the County of 
Peel. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to erect and equip a new Registry 
Office for the Registry Division of the County of Peel at an esti- 
mated cost of $425,000.00; 


AND WHEREAS it is desirable to issue debentures of The 
County of Peel to the principal amount of $425,000.00 to defray 
to the extent of the proceeds from the sale thereof the cost of 
erecting and equipping the said new Registry Office. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the principal of the 
said debt be payable in yearly instalments of principal during a 
period of twenty years, namely, during the years 1958 to 1977 
inclusive, in the respective amounts set forth in the Schedule ‘‘A”’ 
hereto attached ; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing debenture debt 
of the Corporation of the County of Peel is $223,300.00 and no part 
of the principal or interest of such debt is in arrears; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable property 
of the County of Peel, according to the last revised and equalized 
assesment rolls of the local municipalities of which the County is

18. We have a letter from the Department of Highways re 
closing certain roads adjoining Highway 401. We recommend 
that this be filed. 


19. The following resolution was passed by your Road Com- 
mittee: “Resolved that the Warden and the Clerk be authorized to 
sign the expropriation plans for road widening on County Road 
No. 18, being the 5th Line West in the Township of Toronto from 
Thomas Street to the Britannia Sideroad.”

324 and distant 66 feet south easterly therefrom measured at right 
angles thereto, and north westerly limit of the original allowance 
for road between Concessions 3 and 4 South of Dundas Street. 


2. (1) All that part of the allowance for road reserved in 
the original survey between Concessions 38 and 4 south of Dundas 
Street, which part is described in sub-section 2 of this section 2, is 
hereby stopped up. 


(2) The part of the allowance for road stopped up by subsec- 
tion 1 of this section 2 is described as follows:

being also the division line between the lands of the British Ameri- 
can Oil Company Limited and the lands of the estate of Edward 
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Orr and the production south easterly of the westerly limit of 
Clarkson Road. 


3. The parts of highways described in subsection 2 of sec- 
tion 1 and subsection 2 of section 2 of this by-law are shown out- 
lined in red on a print of a plan of survey prepared by C. Peat, 
O.L.S., dated October 18, 1956, and hereunto attached as schedule 
“A” to this by-law.

AND WHEREAS by Order P.F.D. 6945-56 dated the 23rd 
day of July, 1957, the Ontario Municipal Board has approved the 
said undertaking and the passing of all requisite by-laws, includ- 
ing debenture by-laws. 


NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the

Each debenture shall bear 
interest at the rate of five and three-quarters per cent, (534,%) 
per annum, payable annually, and shall have coupons attached 
thereto for the payment of interest. 


2. That the said debentures shall all be dated as of the 
15th day of September, 1957, and shall be payable in twenty 
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annual instalments of principal on the 15th day of December in 
each of the years 1958 to 1977 both inclusive and the respective 
amounts of principal and interest payable in each of such years 
shall be as set forth in Schedule “‘A” to this by-law. 

3. That the said debentures shall be payable as to both 
principal and interest in lawful money of Canada at the principal 
office of The Royal Bank of Canada in either of the Cities of 
Toronto or Montreal, or at the office of the said bank in the Town 
of Brampton, Ontario, at holder’s option. 

4. That the debentures to be issued under this by-law shall 
be signed by the Warden of the Corporation or by some other 
person authorized by by-law to sign in his stead and by the 
Treasurer of the Corporation and shall be sealed with the seal of 
the Corporation and the interest coupons attached to the said 
debentures shall be signed by the Treasurer whose signature 
thereon may be written, stamped, lithographed or engraved. 

5. In each year of the currency of the debentures there shall 
be levied and raised annually by a special rate sufficient therefor, 
over and above all other rates, and at the same time and in the 
Same manner as other rates, on all the rateable property in the 
County of Peel, the respective amounts falling due for principal 
and interest in that year as set forth in said Schedule “A’’, 

6. The debentures may contain any clause providing for 
the registration thereof authorized by any statute relating to 
municipal debentures in force at the time of the issue thereof. 

7. This by-law shall take effect on the day of the final pass- 
ing thereof.

OCTOBER REPORT OF THE PEEL MANOR COMMITTEE

OCTOBER REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. We have a letter from the Village of Bolton requesting 
financial assistance for the installation of a traffic light at the 
intersection of the King’s Highway No. 50 and County Road No. 
9. We recommend that this letter be filed and that the Village 
of Bolton be informed that if traffic lights are approved by the 
Department of Highways, they will be installed by the Depart- 
ment. 


2. The Engineers attended a meeting with the Department 
of Highways, the Department of Transport, A. V, Roe and Metro- 
politan Toronto re the proposed widening of the 6th Line East 
from the King’s Highway No. 7 to the Village of Malton. The 
type of construction required was discussed but no decisions were 
reached re finalization of plans or as to financing of the project.

Gentlemen: 


I beg to submit herewith the detailed statement of money 
expended in accordance with the Regulations of the Department 
of Highways of Ontario on the Peel County Road System during 
the period January 1, 1957, to December 31st, 1957. 


The tabulated statements, declarations, etc., required by the 
Department of Highways in submitting the petition for the 
subsidy have also been prevared and submitted. 


The mill rate was 4.5 mills. This raised $375,189.42 for 
County Roads and $18,492.00 for payment of Debentures issued 
under By-law No. 1164. Debentures for $425,000.00 are to be 
sold in 1958 for the 1957 expenditure. Details of Expenditures 
are shown on the following pages. 


The Paving Programme was started with the following: 
Approximately 10 miles of hot-mix pavement, 8 miles of grading 
and granular base and 20 miles of road widening. Six structures 
were replaced and a study made of all the structures under the 
County Road System. 


The programme for 1958 is to include approximately 11 miles 
of hot-mix pavement, 9 miles of grading and granular base and 
18 miles of road widening.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Resolved that the County Solicitor be instructed to inform Motor 
City Investments Ltd., being owners of part of Lot 6, Con. 1, 
N.D.S. in the Township of Toronto bordering on County Road 
Number 4, the Dixie Road, that the barn on their property is on 
the County Road allowance, and must be removed immediately. 
We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


2. In 1957, the engine in the Adams Grader was replaced, 
but approval was not received from the Department of Highways. 
The following resolution was passed by your Committee to comply 
with the Department of Highways request: “Resolved that the 
offer of the J. D. Adams Co. Ltd., to replace the engine in the 
Adams Grader, check the whole grader except tires, steam clean 
and paint the whole machine for a total of $4,800.00 be accepted. 
Subject to the approval of the Department of Highways.” We 
recommend that this resolution be approved.

“Resolved that Mr. R. W. Speck be authorized to find and bring 
before this Committee a land purchasing agent, for the specific 
purpose of getting all land deals re road widening, in the south end 
of the County, settled. We recommend that this resolution be 
approved. 


5. The following resolution was passed by the 1957 County 
Council and referred to this Committee for further study at the 
January Council Session: “Resolved that this Council recommend 
to the 1958 County Council that the Town of Brampton refund on 
County Road taxes be increased to 35%”. After further study, 
your Committee recommends that the refund should remain at 
25% for 1958. 


6. The following resolution, passed bv the January session 
of the County Council, was referred to this Committee: “That 
sufficient funds be included in the 1958 budget to cover the cost 
of construction of a new bridge over the Credit River on Highway 
No, 2 in Port Credit.”’ The estimated cost is $553,000.00 less 80% 
subsidy. The recommendation of your Committee is that Port 
Credit should construct this bridge, the costs to be broken down as 
follows: Countv of Peel, 10% ; Port Credit, 10% Depatment of 
Highways, 80%. In Committee, Clause Number “6” was referred 
back to the Road Committee for further consideration. 


7. The following resolution was passed by the January Ses- 
sion of the County Council and referred to this Committee: “That 
this Council go on record as being in favour of changing the pro- 
gramme of work to be done on the 6th Line East, in that, they 
start work at Caledon East and work north to connect with the 
work being done on 15 Sideroad, Township of Caledon.” We re- 
commend that this change be incorporated into the 1958 Road 
Programme. 


8. We have a letter from the Ontario Department of Trans-

1. THAT vart of the boundary line between the Township 
of Chinguacousy in the County of Peel and the Township of 
Esquesing in the County of Halton, which has been designated and 
assumed bv the Councils of the said Counties as a County Road, 
and which is hereinafter described, shall be maintained and re- 
paired by the Corporation of the County of Peel for a term of ten 
(10) years for its whole width, The said County of Peel shall 
finance the said road and at the end of the financial year or when 
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the work for each year is completed, the County Road Superin- 
tendent of the County of Peel shall prepare in duplicate a report 
of the work done and a detailed statement of the expenditure on 
the said road, together with a statutory declarion by the Treasurer 
of the said County of Peel that such statements are correct, and 
submit a copy of the same to each of the said Counties. The total 
expenditure on the said road shall be divided equally between the 
two Counties, that portion of the said expenditure payable by the 
County of Halton shall become due and payable to the County of 
Peel when the said statement is rendered. 


The above-mentioned boundary line is described as follows: 
The road allowance between the Township of Esquesing in the 
County of Halton and the Township of Chinguacousy in the County 
of Peel commencing at the intersection with the road allowance 
between Lots 5 and 6 in the Townships of Esquesing and Chingua- 
cousy and extending northwesterly along the above-mentioned 
road allowance and its deviations through Lot 10 of the Township 
of Esquesing to the intersection with the road allowance between 
Lots 10 and 11 in the Townships of Esquesing and Chinguacousy. 


2. No construction work, the estimated cost of which shall 
be in excess of $1,000.00 shall be undertaken by the County of Peel 
on the said boundary line without the consent of the Road Com- 
mittee of the County of Halton.

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the

1. That for the purposes aforesaid, there shall be borrowed 
on the credit of the Corporation of the County of Peel at large 
the sum of $500,000.00 and debentures shall be issued therefore 
in sums of not less than $100.00 each. Each debenture shall bear 
interest at the rate of four and three-quarters per cent (434,%) 
per annum, payable annually, and having coupons attached thereto 
for the payment of interest. 


2. That the said debentures shall be dated as of the 15th

that the respective amounts to be raised annually as aforesaid may 
be reduced in each year by the respective amounts raised by each 
of the other municipalities in the High School District and paid 
over in such year to the Corporation of the County of Peel in 
respect to the said debentures.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1456 


A By-law to Authorize the Borrowing of $126,000.00 Upon De- 
bentures of the County of Peel for Construction and Improve- 
ment of Highways. 


WHEREAS pursuant to the provisions of the Highways Im- 
provement Act, R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 166, it is expedient that the 
Corporation of the County of Peel should raise the said sum of 
One Hundred and Twenty-Six Thousand Dollars ($126,000.00) for 
the purpose of meeting the actual expenditure for the construc- 
tion and improvement of highways in the County of Peel by the 
issue of debentures of the said Corporation bearing interest at 
five per cent .(5%) per annum which is the amount of the debt 
intended to be created by this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the principal of the 
said debt shall be payable in yearly instalments of principal during 
the period of ten years, namely, during the years 19 to 19:.- 
inclusive, in the respective amounts set forth in Schedule “A” 
hereto annexed ; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the aie ie rateable Snare 
of the said Corporation, according to the last revised and equalized 
assessment rolls of the local municipalities of which the County, 
is composed is $100,521,124.00; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing debenture debt 
of the said Corporation is $1,443,100.00 and no part of the princi- 
pal or interest of such debt is in arrears; 


AND WHEREAS more than two-thirds of the members of 
the County Council of the County of Peel present and wate 
hereon consent to the passing of this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS by an order dated the 
day of 19 , the Ontario Municipal Board 
has approved the purpose of the said borrowing and the passing 
of all requisite By-laws, including debenture by-laws. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF 
THE COUNTY OF PEEL, EN'ACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


1. That for the purpose aforesaid the Corporation shall 
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borrow upon the credit of the Corporation a sum not exceeding 
$126,000.00 and shall issue debentures therefore in sums of not 
less than $50.00 each. Each debenture shall bear interest at the 
rate of five per cent (5%) per annum payable annually and shall 
have coupons attached thereto for the payment of interest. 


2. The said debentures shall all be dated as of the 


day of , 19 , and shall 
be payable in ten annual instalments of principal on the day of 
in each of the years 19 to 19 in- 


clusive, and the respective amounts of principal payable in each 
of such years shall be as shown in Schedule “A” hereto annexed. 


3. That the said debentures shall be payable as to both 
principal and interest in lawful money of Canada at the principal 
office of The Royal Bank of Canada in either of the Cities of 
Toronto or Montreal, or at the office of the said bank in the Town 
of Brampton, Ontario at holder’s option. 


4, The said Debentures shall be sealed with the Seal of the 
Corporation and signed by the Warden or by some other person 
authorized by By-law to sign the same, and by the Treasurer. The 
said interest coupons shall be signed by the Treasurer and his 
signature thereon may be written, stamped, lithographed or en- 
graved. 


5. Commencing in the year 19 and thereafter in each 
year in which an instalment of principal of the said debt and 
interest become due, the Corporation shall levy and raise the 
specific sum shown for the respective year in the fourth column 
of the said schedule. Such sum shall be levied and raised by a 
special rate sufficient therefore, over and above all other rates, 
upon all the rateable property in the Municipality. 


6. The said debentures may contain a clause providing for 
the registration thereof authorized by any statute relating to 
municipal debentures in force at the time of the issue thereof.

Pursuant to Section 86, Subsection (1) of the Assessment Act, 
which directs that the County Assessor shall report to the County 
Council before the first day of June in every year and such report 
shall form the basis for equalization under Section 87, I beg to 
submit the following report: 


The assessors within the County are all co-operating in an 
attempt to make an equitable assessment in each Municipality. 
Regular monthly meetings are held on the first Wednesday of 
each month excepting August and September with a different 
assessor in charge of each meeting. I feel that these meetings 
are very beneficial as it gives all assessors a chance to air their 
views and discuss their problems. 


The total taxable assessment in the County has increased 
from $100,521,124 in 1957 to $113,230,427 in 1958 and the popula- 
tion from 82,064 in 1957 to 87,179 in 1958.

day on which the ward attains the age of 18 years but not beyond 
the day the ward attains the age of 21 years. 


AND WHEREAS the said Section and subsection makes it 
mandatory upon the Judge making the Order of extended ward- 
ship to relieve any municipality paying the rate in respect of the 
ward from ‘liability for the rate during the extended period of 
wardship. 


AND WHEREAS some municipalities continue to voluntarily 
pay the rate to the Children’s Aid Society during the extended 
period of wardship deeming it to be in the best interest of such 
ward particularly in instances where it makes possible completion 
of higher education commenced or planned before the 18th birth- 
day. 


AND WHEREAS such municipalities may not include any 
such voluntary payments on their annual application to the On- 
tario Department of Public Welfare under Section 21 of the Child 
Welfare Act 1954 as re-enacted by the Child Welfare Amendment 
Act 1956 for a forty percent rebate on net expenditures of a 
municipality under an Order of the Judge to pay the rate in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Child Welfare Act. 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed that the effects of the said 
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Section 16 subsection 17 works a hardship on wards requiring 
such extended wardship and upon the parent Society charged 
with the responsibility of maintaining the ward and discriminates 
against a municipality which voluntarily continues to pay the 
rate for such ward. 


AND WHEREAS we are advised that the total number of 
wards in Ontario requiring an extended period of wardship as 
provided in the Child Welfare Act is a very small percentage of 
the total number of wards BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED that 
the Ontario Department of Public Welfare be petitioned to request 
the Legislature to further amend the Child Welfare Act 1954 and 
the Child Welfare Amendment Act 1958 in such a way that it will 
have the effect of rescinding the mandatory order on the Judge to, 
in all cases, relieve the municipality of paying the rate for an 
extended wardship and to make it permissive for the Judge to 
make an Order against the municipality for continuing payment of 
the rate when such municipality has had reasonable written 
notice of the application to the Court for extension of the ward- 
ship, a detailed explanation of the reasons for such extension and 
is satisfied that the extended period of wardship is in the best 
interests of the ward involved.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Your Committee on Peel County Manor beg to report as fol- 
lows: 


1. That a copy of the 1958 Amendments to the “Homes for 
the Aged Act” has been received. The most important change is 
the Amendment of Section 24, which now provides for the Provin- 
cial Treasurer, under prescribed regulations, to make monthly pay- 
ments direct to the treasurer of the Home based on monthly re- 
turn (Form 7) Regulation 16, (3). The amount of the subsidy 
is: 70% of the net maintenance cost and 50% of the capital expen- 
diture. Formerly payments of 50% of maintenance and capital 
expenditure were made annually for the preceding year to each 
municipality forming part of a county in proportion to the equal- 
ized assessment. 


2. That Dr. Bartlett reported that the health conditions of 
the residents was about average. He reported meeting Mr. Lud- 
low, Director of Homes for the Aged, who advised that special 
psychiatric rooms should be provided in the Home. 


3. That this committee feels that all available space in the 
bed care wing will be needed for residents living in the Manor and

BY-LAW NUMBER 1459 


A By-law to Authorize the Borrowing of $175,000.00 Upon De- 
bentures of the County of Peel for Construction and Improve- 
ment of Highways. 


WHEREAS pursuant to the Provisions of the Highway Im- 
provement Act, R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 166, it is expedient that the 
Corporation of the County of Peel should raise the said sum of 
One Hundred and Stventy-Five Thousand Dollars ($175,000.00) 
for the purpose of meeting the actual expenditure for the con- 
struction and improvement of highways in the County of Peel 
by the issue of debentures of the said Corporation bearing interest 
at five per cent (5%) per annum which is the amount of the debt 
intended to be created by this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the principal of the 
said debt shall be payable in yearly instalments of principal dur- 
ing the period of ten years, namely, during the years 1959 to 
1968 inclusive, in the respective amounts set forth in Schedule 
“A” hereto annexed; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable property 
of the said Corporation, according to the last revised and equalized 
assessment rolls of the local municipalities of which the County 
is composed is $100,521,124.00; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing debenture debt 
of the said Corporation is $1,443,100.00 and no part of the princi- 
pal or interest of such debt is in arrears; 


AND WHEREAS more than two-thirds of the members of 
the County Council of the County of Peel present and voting 
hereon consent to the passing of this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS by an order dated the 13th day of May, 
1957, the Ontario Municipal Board has approved the said under- 
taking and the passing of all requisite by-laws, including deben- 
ture by-laws in an amount not exceeding $325,000.00, repayable 
over a term not exceeding ten years, provided, however, that the 
amount to be debentured shall not exceed the net cost to the muni- 
cipality after deducting any amounts received by way of subsidy 
or contribution from the Province of Ontario, or otherwise; 
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AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the Corporation of the 
County of Peel should raise the said sum of $325,000.00 required 
by the said Board for the purpose aforesaid by the issue of deben- 
tures of the County of Peel from time to time; 


AND WHEREAS it is exnedient that the Corporation of the 
County of Peel should now raise the sum of $175,000.00 required 
by the said Board for the purpose aforesaid by the issue of deben- 
tues of the County of Peel bearing interest at the rate of five per 
cent (5%) per annum which is the amount of the debt intended 
to be created by this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the said principal sum 
of $175,000.00 of the said debt shall be payable in yearly instal- 
ments of princinval during a period of ten years, namely, during 
the years 1959 to 1968 inclusive, in the respective amounts set 
forth in the Schedule “A” to this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS the said sum of $175,000.00 does not ex- 
ceed the net cost of the said undertaking to the said Corporation 
after deducting any amounts received by way of subsidy or con- 
tribution from the Province of Ontario or otherwise. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF 
THE COUNTY OF PEEL, ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


1. That for the purpose aforesaid the Corporation shall bor- 
row unon the credit of the Corporation a sum not exceeding $175,- 
000.00 and shall issue debentures therefore in sums of not less 
than $50.00 each. Each debenture shall bear interest at the rate 
of five ner cent (5%) per annum payable annually and shall have 
coupons attached thereto for the payment of interest. 


2. The said debentures shall all be dated as of the 1st day 
of July, 1958, and shall be pavable in ten annual instalments of 
principal on the 1st day of July, in each of the years 1959 to 1968 
inclusive, and the respective amounts of principal payable in each 
of such years shall be as shown in Schedule ‘‘A”’ hereto annexed. 


3. That the said debentures shall be payable as to both 
principal and interest in lawful money of Canada at the princi- 
pal office of The Royal Bank of Canada in either of the cities of 
Toronto or Montreal, or at the office of the said bank in the Town 
of Brampton, Ontario, at holder’s option. 


4. The said debentures shall be sealed with the Seal of the 
Corporation and signed by the Warden or by some other person 
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authorized by By-law to sign the same, and by the Treasurer. The 
said interest coupons shall be signed by the Treasurer and his 
signature thereon may be written, stamped, lithographed or 
engraved, 


5. Commencing in the year 1959 and thereafter in each year 
in which an instalment of principal of the said debt and interest 
become due, the Corporation shall levy and raise the specific sum 
shown for the respective year in the fourth column of the said 
Schedule. Such sum shall be levied and raised by a special rate 
sufficient therefore, over and above all other rates, upon all the 
rateable property in the Municipality. 


6. The said debentures may contain a clause providing for 
the registration thereof authorized by any statute relating to 
municipal debentures in force at the time of the issue thereof.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1460 


A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of Certain Monies from 
The Royal Bank of Canada to Meet the Current Expenditure 
of the Corporation of the County of Peel For Good Roads 
Purposes for the Year 1958. 


WHEREAS it is necessary to borrow the sum of $330,000.00 
from the Royal Bank of Canada to meet the now current expendi- 
ture on Good Roads in the County of Peel for the year 1958, until 
the time the taxes levied therefore can be collected, and the grant 
of money received from the Provincial government, and the pro- 
ceeds received from the sale of debentures; 


NOW THEREFORE, the Municipal Corporation of the County 
of Peel, by the Council thereof, enacts as follows: 


(1) That the Warden with the Treasurer of the said cor- 
poration be and they are hereby authorized under the seal of the 
Corporation to borrow from The Royal Bank of Canada the sum of 
$330,000.00 as the same may be required from time to time to 
meet the now current expenditure of the said Corporation as well 
as the amount carried over from 1957, 


(2) That the Warden and the Treasurer aforesaid be and 
they are hereby authorized to pay or allow the said Bank, interest 
on the said sum of $330,000.00 at the rate of 5% per annum, or 
the best rate of interest available which may be paid, or allowed 
in advance by way of discount or otherwise howsoever they deem 
best. 


(3) That the said sum of $330,000.00 so to be borrowed 
shall be made payable on or before the 31st day of December, 
1958, and the promissory note or notes of the said Corporation 
if any, given therefore, if made payable before the 31st day of 
December, 1958, may be renewed by said Warden and Treasurer 
from time to time, but no renewal thereof shall fall due later 
than the 3lst day of May, 1959. 


(4) That the promissory note or notes of the said Corpora- 
tion sealed with the Corporate Seal and signed by the Warden and 
Treasurer of the said Corporation, be given from time to time as 
required, in security, for the amounts borrowed from time to time 
under the provisions of this By-law. 


(5) That the giving of such renewal note or notes as afore- 
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said shall not be deemed satisfaction to the said Bank of the 
advance or interest, but as evidence only of indebtedness. 


(6) All or any sums borrowed pursuant to the authority of 
this By-law as well as all other sums borrowed in this year and 
any previous years from the Bank for any or all the purposes as 
set forth in Section 14 Sub-section (4) of The Highway Improve- 
ment Act 1950, and amendments thereto, shall with interest there- 
on, be a charge uvon the whole or any part or parts of the revenues 
of the Corporation for the current year and for all preceding 
years, as and when such revenues are received.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1451 


A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of $375,000.00 Upon De- 
bentures of the County of Peel for Construction and Improve- 
ment of highways. 


WHEREAS pursuant to the provisions of the Highways Im- 
provement Act, R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 166, it is expedient that the. 
Corporation of the County of Peel should raise the said sum of 
Three Hundred and Seventy-five Thousand Dollars ($375,000.00) 
for the purpose of meeting the actual expenditure for the construc- 
tion and improvement of highways in the County of Peel by the 
issue of debentures of the said Corporation bearing interest at five 
and one-quarter percent (514%) per annum which is the amount 
of the debt intended to be created by this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the principal of the 
said debt shall be payable in yearly instalments of principal during 
the period of ten years, namely, during the years 1959 to 1968 in- 
clusive, in the respective amounts set forth in Schedule “‘A”’ hereto 
annexed; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable property 
of the said Corporation, according to the last revised and equalized 
assessment rolls of the local municipalities of which the County 
is composed is $113,230,427.00 ; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing debenture debt 
of the said Corporation is $1,618,100.00 and no part of the princi- 
pal or interest of such debt is in arrears; 


AND WHEREAS more than two-thirds of the members of the 
County Council of the County of Peel present and voting hereon 
consent to the passing of this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS by an order dated the 9th day of May, 1958, 
the Ontario Municipal Board has approved the purpose of the said 
borrowing and the passing of all requisite By-laws including de- 
benture by-laws. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF 
THE COUNTY OF PEEL, ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

1. That for the purpose aforesaid the Corporation shall bor- 
row upon the credit of the Corporation a sum not exceeding 
$375,000.00 and shall issue debentures therefor in sums of not 
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less than $50.00 each. Each debenture shall bear interest at the 
rate of five and one-quarter percent (5!14.%) per annum payable 
annually and shall have coupons attached thereto for the payment 
of interest, 


2. The said debentures shall all be dated as of the 15th day 
of November, 1958, and shall be payable in ten annual instalments 
of principal on the 15th day of November in each of the years 
1959, to 1968, inclusive, and the respective amounts of principal 
payable in each of such years shall be as shown in Schedule ‘‘A” 
hereto annexed. 


3. That the said debentures shall be payable as to both 
principal and interest in lawful money of Canada at the principal 
office of The Royal Bank of Canada in either of the Cities of Tio- 
ronto or Montreal, or at the office of the said bank in the Town 
of Brampton, Ontario, at holder’s option. 


4. The said debentures shall be sealed with the Seal of the 
Corporation and signed by the Warden or by some other person 
authorized by By-law to sign the same, and by the Treasurer. The 
said interest coupons shall be signed by the Treasurer and his 
signature thereon may be written, stamped, lithographed or en- 
graved. 

5. Commencing in the year 1959, and thereafter in each year 
in which an instalment of principal of the said debt and interest 
become due, the Corporation shall levy and raise the specific sum 
shown for the respective year in the fourth column of the said 
schedule. Such sum shall be levied and raised by a special rate 
sufficient therefor, over and above all other rates, upon all the 
rateable property in the Municipality. 

6. The said debentures may contain a clause providing for 
the registration thereof authorized by any statute relating to 
municipal debentures in force at the time of the issue thereof. 

7. This By-law shall take effect on the date of the final 
passing thereof,

BY-LAW NUMBER 1462 


A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of $577,000.00 on Deben- 
tures for the Purpose of Construction of a New High School 
in the Brampton High School District. 


WHEREAS the Brampton High School District comprises 
the Municipalities of the Town of Brampton, the Villages of 
Bolton, Caledon East and Streetsville, the Townships of Chingua- 
cousy and Toronto Gore and parts of the Townships of Albion, 
Caledon and Toronto; 


AND WHEREAS The High School Board of the said Bramp- 
ton High School District has applied to the Councils of each of the 
above mentioned municipalities for the sum of $1,100,000.00 to be 
raised by the issue of Municipal debentures as provided by the 
Secondary Schools and Boards of Education Act, 1954, the said 
sum of $1,100,000.00 being required by the said Board for the pur- 
pose of construction of a new High School in the said district ; 


AND WHEREAS the Councils of the Municipalities of the 
Town of Brampton, the Villages of Bolton, Caledon East and 
Streetsville, the Townships of Albion, Caledon, Chinguacousy, 
Toronto and Toronto Gore have severally approved the said appli- 
cation; 


AND WHEREAS the Councils of the Municipalities of the 
Town of Brampton, the Villages of Bolton, Caledon East and 
Streetsville, the Townships of Albion, Caledon, Chinguacousy, 
Toronto and Toronto Gore have severally requested the Council of 
the County of Peel to raise the entire sum required by the issue of 
debentures of the County of Peel; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing debenture debt 
of the Corporation of the County of Peel is $1,947,300.00 and no 
part of the principal or interest of such debt is in arrears; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable property 
of the County of Peel, according to the last revised and equalized 
assessment rolls of the local municipalities of which the County is 
composed is $113,230,427.00. 


AND WHEREAS by order dated the 28th day of September, 
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1957, the Ontario Municipal Board has approved the said under- 
taking and the passing of all requisite by-laws, including debenture 
by-laws ; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the Corporation of the 
County of Peel should now raise the sum of $577,000.00 required 
by the said Board for the purpose aforesaid by the issue of deben- 
tures of the County of Peel bearing interest at the rate of five and 
one-half percent (514%) per annum which is the amount of the 
debt intended to be created by this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the said principal sum 
of $577,000.00 of the said debt shall be payable in yearly instal- 
ments of principal during a period of twenty years, namely, during 
the years 1959 to 1978, inclusive, in the respective amounts set 
forth in the Schedule ‘“‘A”’ to this by-law. 


NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Peel enacts as follows :— 


1. That for the purposes aforesaid, there shall be borrowed 
on the credit of the Corporation of the County of Peel at large the 
sum of $577,000.00, and debentures shall be issued therefore in 
sums of not less than $100.00 each. Each debenture shall bear 
interest at the rate of five and one-half percent (514%) per an- 
num, pavable annually, and having coupons attached thereto for 
the payment of interest. 


2. That the said debentures shall be dated as of the thirty- 
first day of December, 1958, and shall be payable in 20 annual 
instalments of principal on the last day of December in each of the 
years 1959 to 1978 both inclusive and the respective amounts of 
principal and interest payable in each of such years shall be as 
set forth in Schedule “A” to this by-law. 


3. That the said debentures shall be payable as to both prin- 
cipal and interest in lawful money of Canada at the principal office 
of The Royal Bank of Canada in either of the cities of Toronto or 
Montreal, or at the office of the said Bank in the Town of Bramp- 
ton, Ontario, at holder’s option. 


4, That the debentures to be issued under this by-law shall 
be signed by the Warden of the Corporation or by some other per- 
son authorized by by-law to sign in his stead and by the Treasurer 
of the Corporation and shall be sealed with the seal of the Cor- 
poration and the interest coupons attached to the said debentures

shall be signed by the Treasurer whose signature thereon may be 
written, stamped, lithographed or engraved. 


5. In each year of the currency of the debentures there shall 
be levied and raised annually by a special rate sufficient therefore, 
over and above all other rates, and at the same time and in the 
same manner as other rates, on all the rateable property in the 
County of Peel, the respective amounts falling due for principal 
and interest in that year as set forth in said Schedule “A” provided 
that the respective amounts to be raised annually as aforesaid may 
be reduced in each year by the respective amounts raised by each 
of the other municipalities in the High School District and paid 
over in such year to the Corporation of the County of Peel in 
respect to the said debentures. 


6. The debentures may contain a clause providing for the 
registration thereof authorized by any statute relating to munici- 
pal debentures in force at the time of the issue thereof. 


7. This by-law shall take effect on the day of the final pass- 
ing thereof.

AND WHEREAS some Municipaliteis continue to voluntarily 
pay the rate to The Children’s Aid Society during the extended 
period of Wardship deeming it to be in the best interest of such 
Ward particularly in instances where it makes possible completion 
of higher education commenced or planned before the eighteenth 
birthday ; 


NOW THEREFORE, the Municipal Corporation of the County 
of Peel, by the Council thereof, enacts as follows :— 


1. The County of Peel agrees to voluntarily pay the rate to 
The Children’s Aid Society of the County of Peel for wards be- 
tween the ages eighteen and twenty-one, (18 and 21), as follows :— 


(a) When the Ward gives indication that he is qualified to 
pursue further education. 


(b) The Manager of The Children’s Aid Society recommends 
such action.

I beg to submit herewith the detailed statement of money ex- 
pended in accordance with the Regulations of the Department of 
Highways of Ontario on the Peel County Road System during the 
period January 1, 1958 to December 31st, 1958. 


The tabulated statements, declarations, etc., required by the 
Department of Highways in submitting the petition for the subsidy 
have also been prepared and submitted. 


The mill rate was 4.5 mills. This raised $433,861.04 for County 
Roads and $18,484.00 for payment of Debentures issued under By- 
law No. 1164. Debentures for $800,000.00 were sold in 1958 for the 
1957 and 1958 expenditures. Details of Expenditures are shown on 
the following pages. 


The Paving Programme was continued, as outlined in the Con- 
struction portion of this report.
